In all of these three are other 


factors—economic stresses, sec- 
tional goals or problems, domes- 
tic politics or international con- 
flicts. But the stubborn balance 
of payments deficit plays a role 
in each.

sales to the Bonn Republic soared to a 
record level. Exports to America's biggest 
customer in Western Europe exceed one 
billion dollars for the first six months of 
the year. 


Import trade with the United States up 


to July 1 amounted to $1,049,500,000, ac- 
cording to Bonn economic ministry figures. 
West German sales to the United States in 
the same period totalled $493,500.000 so 
that a trade surplus for the United States 
of over a billion dollars for the whole year 
seems assured. 


In most of the last decade the United 


States' annual trade surplus with West 
Germany did not exceed this year's six 
months figure. Economic analysts attribute 
the surge in business to the continuing 
boom in Germany and to increased pur- 
chases of American military equipment. 


And while the poultry case has re- 


ceived much attention and threatens to 
erupt into tariff retaliations by the United 
States against the Common Market, it must 
be remembered that these poultry sales 
even at their peak made up only about two 
per cent of the business between this coun- 
try and Germany.

[•ree Trade Asaoclation, known at EFTA, 
comprised of seven nations surrounding 
the Common Marktt in Europe, has gone 
ahead of the United States in total export 
trade and it now second to the Common 
Market. 


For the year ending June 30. exports 


of the "Outer Seven," as EFTA is called, 
reached a value of $214 billions, com- 
pared with the American export total of 
$21.360.000,000. The Common Market's ex- 
port trade was worth $34,248.000.000 for 
the same year. 


This poses the very real threat that if 


the United States cannot do business with 
the Common Market, EFTA surely can. 


The U. S. has a very great interest in 


the Kennedy round of tariff negotiations 
with the Common Market slated for next 
year. It might be best that we not lose our 
tempers over the German poultry situation 
and run the danger of torpedoing those ne- 
gotiations before they even begin.

disposition on two very serious matters— 
forgery and theft. 


Part of the blame has to be shared, we 


feel, by the banking institution, and by 
every other business establishment and 
person who allows cashing of a check 
without verification of its authenticity. 


In this particular matter, if the clerk 


had bothered to make one telephone call, 
the youth, no doubt would have confessed 
all and the matter could have been taken 
care of without police interference. 


In too many instances recently, mer- 


chants and clerks have become accustomed 
to accepting the "good word" of their cus- 
tomers without taking safeguards against 


the few "bad actors" who make a rather 
substantial living at cashing worthless 
checks. 


Many of the merchants feel no danger 


in taking the check at the customer's word. 
After all. if the check is worthless, it can 
be turned over to the district attorney, who 
will turn it over to some police agency and 
in the long run. restitution will be made. 


Both police and sheriff departments are 


about up to their official necks in worth- 
less check cases. They cannot perform 
miracles, and many worthless check cases 
lie in the unsolved files for years before 
they can be disposed of. 


Merchants should abandon the attitude 


that no one is really hurt by the bad check 
passer, since, after all, restitution is gen/ 
erally made. 


We know of one 16-year-old who is go- 


ing to be hurt.

WHY DIFFICULTIES? 


No Change in the Kashmir 


A couple of weeks ago a'Congressional 


committee studying various foreign aid 
projects warned that American aid might 
not continue indefinitely to Pakistan and 
India unless jthey settled their irritating 
Kashmir dispute. But the warning has had 
no effect so far. 


Prime Minister Nehru told the Indian 


Parliament last week that the "generous 
concessions" India had made to Pakistan 
on the Kashmir had been withdrawn. Neh- 
ru charged that the Pakistanis had not 
really wanted a settlement at all. Instead 
he said they had first sought all of the 
Kashmir and then suggested international 
control for about six months and the ''old 
idea of a plebiscite." 


The trouble is that the dispute over 


the Kashmir is almost impossible of solu- 
tion with completely equitable terms. India 
bleats about the right of self-determinism 
in other parts of the world but absolutely 
will not consider a plebiscite in the Kash- 
mir to let the people living there decide 
to which nation they want to belong. The 
reason is clear. The overwhelming majority 
of the people are Moslem and almost cer- 
tainly would choose to go to Moslem Pak- 
istan rather than to their deadly religious 
enemy, the Indian Hindus. 


•However, the fault is not entirely with 


India. More than fifteen years ago the ruler 
of the Kashmir, a Hindu, ordered the area 
attached to India. That brought about the 


fighting that was halted by a United Na- 
tions sponsored cease-fire In 1948. The ma- 
jor concession Nehru was talking about 
was India's proposal to divide the area at 
the cease-fire line where it is in reality di- 
vided. But Pakistan wants all or no settle- 
ment. 


It is certainly not up to the United 


States to finance the troops sniping at each 
other over this cease-fire line. One of the 
reasons India was so successfully attacked 
by the Red Chinese was that its best troops 
were up in the Kashmir "protecting" India 
from Pakistan. And the Pakistanis indi- 
cated they are not merely in favor of free- 
dom and justice either. Angered by United 
States military aid to the Indians to help 
repel the Chinese, Pakistan sought a deal 
with the Reds and threatened retaliation. 


These are old and bitter animosities in- 


creased by fanatical religious allegiances 
and prejudices hard for Americans to un- 
derstand. They are not likely to be settled 
easily or soon. 


But it certainly is not up to the U.S. 


to finance the means for their battles. Our 
military aid to other countries is to enable 
them to stay free of tyrannical regimes, 
particularly Communist invasion or infil- 
tration. A careful review of all our mili- 
tary aid to ascertain that it is being used 
for the purpose which we intend should 
be made every time a proposed grant comes 
up.

does remains to be seen. 


So far. both the President 


and Secretary Dean Rusk have 
patently been ambiguous in their 
replies. 


On one hand, they are giving 


the impression they are not bar- 
gaining with De Gaulle. At the 
same time, they are very care- 
fully not denying this categor- 
ically. In other words, they are 
not admitting it and they're not 
denying it. 


That's why Morse, particular- 


ly, is so suspicious and disturb- 
ed. 


If there is nothing afoot in 


wooing De Gaulle, he wants it 
spelled out in detail — in writing, 
preferably by the President him- 
self. 


Further, the veteran Oregon 


scrapper wants an executive ses- 
sion of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, which is considering 
the test ban treaty, for a bare- 
knuckled grilling of Rusk. 


Morse already has s h a r p l y 


questioned Dr. Glenn Seaborg, 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, on the French is- 
sue. but without conclusive re- 
sults. 


Seaborg declared he knows of 


no backstage o f f e r s to De 
Gaulle. However, he admitted his 
knowledge extends only as far 


the Atomic Commission's 
as 
scope is concerned. "The politi- 
cal desirability of cooperating 
with France." as he expressed 
it, is out of his orbit. On that he 
was unable to speak. 


OUTSIDE THE LAW— In in- 


terrogating Dr. Seaburg. Sen- 
ator Morse raised two main is- 
sues: 


Whether u n d e r the "terms 


of the MacMahon 'Atomic En- 
ergy) Act, France is eligible to 
share our nuclear information-" 
and whether "we are going to 
aid France as long as France 
remains a non-signatory to the 
test ban treaty." 


Morse capped these highly 


pertinent buUseyes with the 
caustic observation, "Much has 
been said at t h e s e hearings 
about not trusting Khrushchev. 
I most heartily agree with that. 
I don't trust him. And I also 
don't trust De Gaulle. Let the 
record be clear on that" 


S e a b o r g partially answered 


Morse's first question, and side- 
stepped the second. Highlights of 
this significant discussion are as 
follows: 


Morse: "Has any finding been 


made that France has met the 
criteria under the MacMahon Act 
which would permit her being 
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supplied with nuclear informa- 
tion or nuclear material?" 


Seaborg: "No such finding has 


been made by the Atomic Com- 
mission, although I would say 
that so far as these criteria 
themselves are concerned, I am 
not talking abort the political 
desirability of cooperating with 
France in this way." 


Morse: "We have a right to 


know whether we are going to 
a.d France as long as France 
remains a non-signatory to the 
treaty ... I consider the Presi- 
dent made a very clear pledge, 
in his statement to the country, 
that we are against extending 
nuclear weapons. 1 favor restrict- 
ing them, but this can't be 
done by assisting De" Gaulle as 
long as he takes the position 
he will go on testing. I consider 
this one of the most vital is- 
sues connected with this treaty." 
Senator Hartke vigorously as- 
sailed De Gaulle on still another 
ground.
